S.R.O. 73.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rule s further to 
amend the Defence Research and Development Or¬ 
ganisation Group ‘C’ Non-Gazettcd (Technical, 
Scientific and other Non-Ministerial) posts Recruitment 
Rules, 1968, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Defence Re¬ 

search and Development Organisation

(a) against serial number 6 relating to the post 
of Chargeman Grade 1, in column 12, for 
the existing entry, the following entrv shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“Chargeman Grade II, Mast Rigger Grade I 
and Precision Mechanics in the scale of 
Rs. 425—700 (including those who were 
Precision Mechanics on 31-12-72 and 
promoted as Chargeman Grade II), with 
three years regular service in the grade.”; 

(b) against serial number 10 relating to the post 
of Chief Draughtsman, in column 12, for 
the existing entry, the following entry shall 
he substituted, namely :•— 

“Draughtsman Grade I and Commercial Artist, 
with three years service in the grade in 
the ratio of 5 : 1 respectively.”; 

(c) against serial number 22-B relating to the 
post of Chargeman Grade II (Non-Techni- 
cal)—• 

(i) in column 11, for the existing entry, the 
following entry shall he substituted, 
namely :— 

“By promotion failing which by direct 
recruitment.”;

“Supervisor (Non-Tech) and varitype ope¬ 
rator, with five years regular service in 
the grade rendered after appointment 
thereto on regular basis.”
